ATLANTA AND THE YELLOW FEVER 


We present elsewhere an aggregated 
return of the various contributions to 
the yellow fever sufferers made by the 
people of Atlanta. 

This is the first total aggregate that 
has been made, and it makes a much 
better showing than we had believed 
could be made. And yet the sum-total 
does not fully represent tha whole of 
Atlanta’s contributions. There has 
been a large quantity of provisions,-e'c., 
sent to the infected cities that cannot 
be accounted or estimated in the money 
total. There are many persons who 
have quietly written checks for good 
amounts and sent them to their friends 
in Memphis, Vicksburg or New Or- 
leans, There is also much money that 
was contributed in the regular way that 
has gone forward through irregular 
channels, and has never been reported. 
There is hardly a doubt that Atlanta 
has given in all ways much over $5,000. 
The technical sum - total up to to-day 
is considerably over $4,000. The sever- 
al projects now under way—the various 
soc.eties and orders that have just com” 
menced systematic work-will run 
these figures up pretty sharply, and 
soon place Atlanta abreast of 
her sister cities. Our people 
must pot weary in the good cause. 
There is many a long day between us 
and the frost, and many à dollar yet 
needed to prevent actual suffering. 
We should contribute liberally and 
never rest in the good work. : 
One word ahout the fear of fever 
reaching Georgia or the Atlantic cities. 
There need be no fear in this regard. 
It is an axiom as old as the disease itself 
based on the inenviable experience 
of years that the fever never visits the 
Atlantic coast at the same time that it 
devastates the gulf and the Mississippi 
river, There is no probability that the 
experience of this year will overthrow 
the experience of half a century. With 
po fear of the fever thenin our own 
cities, there is no reason why we should 
not contribute liberally towards the re- 
lief of those sections that are suffering 
from a plague, the tide of which this 
country has not seen in many a long 
year,

ZA DUTY OF DEMOCRATS. 


ical skies of Georgia. The democratic 
party, having vanquished, routed and 
destroyed the army of usurpers and 
plunderers that so long quartered upon 
the state, is now called on to encounter 
a scarcely dangerous foe within its 
own boson.

It cannot be disguised that diseffec- 
tion is ripe in most of the congressional 
districts of the state. In the first, sec- 
ond, seventh and n‘uth, independents 
have already entered the field in oppo 
sition to the nominees of the democratic 
conventions, These must run their 
course—it is now too late to apply 
either prevention ora remedy. That 
this opposition has a strong backing 
within the party would be foolish to 
dcubt. Such men as Felton, Speer and 
Corker are too shrewd to lead a forlorn 
hope. In the fourth and fifth districts, 
trouble equally serious is threatened, 
but there is time to apply the remedy. 
Is the morale of the party equal to the 
occasion ? We trust it is—that there is 
some wisdom left, and that the demo- 
crats of those districts are not wholly 
given up to madness. 

The occasion demands sacrifice—sac- 
rifice of individual preferences, of per- 
sonal ambition and hostility, and eve- 
rything that stands in the way of hare 
monious co operation for the public 
good.

Oae cause of this trouble is the earn- 
estness with which men work for a 
nomination. If conventions were left 
free to act there would never be any 
trouble in securing the best man as 
the nominee. 

It is the duty of good democrats to 
stick to old party rules. It is safe to 
assert that a candidate who cannot 
carry two-thirds of a convention can- 
not be elected if be bas 
decent opposition. Conventions have 
no original, inherent power, All their 
binding authority is bound upon the 
idea that they represent the wishes of 
the people who create them. Except 
where such discretion is specifically 
delegated, they are not chosen to do 
what in their individual opinions is hest 
for the party, and when candidates go 
before a convention and attempt to 
make the rules of the convention con- 
form to their chances of nomination 
the work of the convention will surely 
be unpopular with the people if they 
are successful, We want our conyven-~- 
tions to look well to the measures they 
endorse. Let them work for the good 
of the party and put the ablest men 
they can find in the field to carry the 
democratic banner, and we can defy the 
combined power of independentism and 
radicalism in the approaching election. 

If we serve men—and show more de- 
vo.ion to individuals than to our party, 
we may look for nothing but defeat.
